Four people were arrested and detained by MUC 
Police after participating in an anti-pope 
demonstration Tuesday. * 

The demonstration was organized by La Coali- 
tion Contre La Visite Du Pape. The arrests brought 
the total number of detentions in connection with 
the Pope's visit to 42. 

After police put an abrupt transport bus with the intention 
end to their legal demonstration of continuing the demonstra- 
against the Pope, 20 of the pro- tion in front of the Olympic 
testers boarded a public stadium, where. the Pope's 
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Youth Rally was being held. 

"The bus was stopped and 
the police officers started com- 
ing in," said a spokesperson for 
the Coalition who asked not to 
be identified for security 
reasons," We all headed for the 
side doors. Someone started 
kicking to'get them open. Then 
everybody ran. The police were 
only able to get four people."

The only faculty with increas- 
ed enrollment is Arts, with a 
minimal increase from 1S08 Ul 
students to 1526. Science is 
down from 855 to 793; Educa- 
tion from 217 to 177. 
. According to Stansbury, 
some faculties such as Engineer- 
ing and Management, managed 
to cut their numbers by limiting 
enrollment. 

This year, the Commerce pro- 
gramme limited its enrollment 
to 350 students, but only 312 
enrolled compared to last year's 
figure of 486. 

And, although both the Elec- 
trical and Mechanical Engineer- 
to pa go 12 
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four were taken, "The others 
were released after 
questioning." 

This incident was the latest in 
a series of arrests in Montreal in 
connection with the Pope's 
visit. 

Thirty-eight arrests and 
detentions were carried out on 
suspician alone, - according to 
Jim Duff bureau chief for CBC 
Newswatch. 

"They can use charges like 
loitering to bring people in," 



said Duff. 

However Police Officer 
Lalonde of Station 42, where 
some of the detained were held , 
stated, "No one at all was de- 
tained here during the Pope's 
visit."

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ANEO refuses grant

Quebec's largest student 
organisation has refused a 
$72,000 grant from the provin- 
cial government, saying that the 
Parti Québécois wants to buy 
off and internally splinter the 
province's student movement. 

This is third year running the 
Association Nationale des Etu- 
diants du Quebec (ANEQ) has 
refused the money, offered as 
12 grants of $6,000 each to in- 
dividuals working for student 
associations. 

Quebec's two other student 
associations, the Federation des 
Associations d'Etudiants Col- 
légiales du Quewbec (FAECQ) 
and Rassemblement des 
Associations Etudiants Univer- 
sitaires (RAEU) have accepted 
$72,000 each, as they did in two 
previous years.

MONTREAUCUP) — Last 
week, the City of Montréal Ex- • 
ccutive Committee came very 
close to invoking a by-law 
which would have made Pope 
John Paul IPs parade through 
Montréal's downtown streets il- 
legal. 

A motion to invoke city 
regulation 3926, first created in 
1970 to outlaw all public 
parades or demonstrations in 
Montréal during the October 
Crisis, passed during an Ex- 
ecutive Committee meeting last 
Friday, Sept. 8. 

However, such regulations do 
not come officially into .effect 
unless the regulation is publish- 
ed several days in advance. 

Because the regulation was 
not published, Montréal Urban 
Community Police Station 34 
ignored the ban and granted a 
demonstration permit to the 
Coalition Contre la Visite du 
Pape. 



ANEQ has 100,000 student 
members from 20 universities 
and CEGEPS. The other two 
associations represent about 
75,000 students between them. 

Both FAECQ and RAEU 
have consistently taken pro- 
government positions, denounc- 
ing strikes that immobilised 
Quebec's CEGEP's last spring. 

Mona Gravel, one of three 
ANEQ executive council 
members, pointed to the two 
group's pro-government posi- 
tions as proof the Ministry of 
Education has successfully 
bought them off. 

She also said because the 
money went to individuals 
rather than the organisations, 
fights over who should get the 
money have splintered RAEU. ■ 

"If the Ministry of Education 
gave this money to the organisa- 
tion (rather than individuals) we 




"If they'd passed that regula- 
tion, they would have had to 
stop the Pope's visit or at least 
the Papal parade," confirmed 
Constable Charles Poxton, a 
public relations officer with the 
MUC police. 
Poxton said the police check- 



might change our attitude," she 
said. 

Gravel said the government 
money would be better spent in- 
creasing provincial loans and 
bursuries. "They're ready to 
give $600,000 to the heads of 
organisations but not change 
the Loans and Bursuries 
policy," she said. 

ANEQ gets most of its 
$100,000 budget from a one 
dollar, per student levy. 

The other two associations 
say ANEQ offsets the money it 
refuses from the government 
with grants from Quebec's two 
largest labour unions. 

But Gravel said the union 
support is mainly political, and 
comes to less than $2,000 a 
year. 

This fall, ANEQ is organising 
student référendums on cam- 



ed out the organizers of the 
demonstration with In- 
telligence, and found they were 
not violent and thus not a threat, 
to the Pope. 

The demonstration Tuesday 
afternoon began at Parc Laurier 
on the corner of Laurier and St. 
Hubert Sts. and moved east. 
Three hundredd and fifty peo- 
ple marched, chanting that sex- 
uality and abortion were per- 
sonal choices, and denouncing 
links between the church and 
state. 

Station 34 police broke up the 
demonstration before it reached 
the first church along the route. 

"The police expressed a con- 
cern that passing a church 
would provoke the protestors,' . 
said Serge Mosaulniers, one of 
the organizers of the 
demonstration. "We are not in- 
terested in any sort of 
violence," Mosaulniers said. 



Government admits error in defense scandal

An adminstrative error led 
two Ontario researchers to con- 
clude that Canadian post secon- 
dary institutions are carrying 
out millions of dollars of secret 
research, says a government of- 
ficial. 

Earlier this year, utilising the 
Access to Information Act, the 
two graduate students obtained 
statistics from the federal 
Department of Supply and Ser- 
vice on research contracts 
awarded by the Department of 
National Defense (DND) to 
Canadian universities. 

McMaster student John 
Bâcher and Waterloo student 
Ahab Abdel-Aziz discovered • 
large discrepancies between the 
official statistics on DND fun- 
ding and those kept by the 
university (reported in 
Monday's Daily). 

They concluded the dif- 
ferences might be accounted. for 
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by classified research not of- 
ficially recognised by Canadian 
universities. 

However, the figures, which 
showed total DND grants to 
universities to be five to six 
times greater than officially 
cited, are the result of a pro- 
gramming error, said supply 
and service spokesman Reginald 
Evans on Wednesday. 

According to Evans, the 
dollar totals' he gave to the two 
reseachers were for all universi- 
ty contracts handled by his 
department. The DND is only 
one of many departments which 
work through his department, 
he said. 

"The two researchers drew 
some unfortunate 
conclusions," Evans said. 

Evans added that informa- 
tion distributed by his depart- 
ment is often incomplete 
because some, -departments oc- 



casionally bypass supplies and 
services. 

The erroneous information 
originally provided by the gran- 
ting agency showed total DND 
contracts at McGill in 1982-3 to 
be about $1.95 million. This 
figure is about five times greater 
than the official total of 
$440,369. 

Supply and services' admis-- 
sion of its error is consistent 
with the official McGill stance 
on secret military research. 

"I can categorically deny that 
there is any classified research 
at this university," Dean of 
Graduate Studies Gordon 
MacLaughlan told the Daily. 

"No government agency has 
ever asked me to put a secrecy 
clause in a contract, "he added.

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Registration is over, and most McGill students have 
settled in for the long haul. 

Why did over three thousand new students choose 
this university? 

Was it the location in the heart of downtown Mon- 
tréal that attracted them? McGill's faculty and 
facilities? A reputation that extents back into the col- 
onial history of Canada? 

Generally speaking, the people who actually stay at 
McGill for the long haul can be classified as two types 
— those who are attracted by something they find uni- 
que to this university, and those for whom the choice 
of university is merely expedience. 

For many, the uniqueness of McGill can be summed 
up in one word — prestige. "McGill" sounds good. 
"McGill, the Harvard of the North," sounds better. 

There are also those whose attention may have in- 
itially been caught by the prestige, but for whom the 
attraction is what underlies that prestige. These are the 
"true" academics, the ivory tower types, and they 
have a vested interest in the apparatus's maintenance. 
They may fail to consider, however, if this interest is 
misplaced, or, more likely, outdated. 

Yet the McGill of today is not the research paradise 
eager high school students imagine it to be. Each 
department in the university is dealt cutback after cut- 
back. The Arts faculty, obsolete as the cultivating of 
ideas may be, is becoming stagnant. 

McGill has been forced to turn to those depart- 
ments, professors and projects that will eventually br- 
ing in returns — monetary not academic. In such an 
environment, it is difficult to encourage any learning 
simply for the sake of learning. 

McGill as an institution does not exist in a vacuum; 
it belongs (or would like to belong) to the tradition of 
British institutions of the likes of the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge in their heyday in the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries. These institutions had impeccable creden- 
tials. They represented the flower of liberal education. 
They were unabashedly elitist. They were unself- 
consciously homogeneous. 

Expedience? It's in Montréal. Everybody I know 
goes there. It beats working. It beats Concordia. For 
those whose motivation has been on automatic pilot 
since adolescence, the acceptability of the "inertia 
system" of university choice is very convenient. This 
element is the lowest common denominator of all 
academic communities. 

Times have changed. It seems that in this respect as 
in others, McGill hasn't. Ask a foreign student, or a 
student who "no longer qualifies for a loan. Ask 
anyone black, gay, disabled, poor. Ask yourself. 

Asking these things may lead one ulitimately to 
question not only one's presence at McGill, but the ex- 
istence of the university itself. If you're reading this, 
it s likely that your questioning, like ours, has not 
gone this far. 
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In the editorial expressing the pros and cons of the Papal visit, Ms. MadhavaRau and Mr. 
McKay obviously lack insight into the function of this Church in the world 

The office of the Papacy is revered by Catholics because of the authority it caries. The 
Pope « a direct descendent of Peter to whom Jesus said, "You are «Rock' and on this rock I 
will build my Church and the jaws of death shall not prevail against it." (Matt 16* 18-19) To 
Catholics the Pope represents a direct link to the teachings of Christ. The pronouncements of 
any Pope then are not personal whims. 

The Church through its teachings tries to give spiritual guidance to its members. It is not a 
political movement. It must remain neutral from politics because government is a human in- 
vention full of mistakes. The Church is interested in the spirituality of its members The 
Vatican doesn't ignore politics but rather chooses not to associate with it. Religion is divine- 
politics are not. The Church is concerned with the rights of its members. When altar boys are 
shot in the street, the Church prays for an end to the madness. For the Church to become 
. directly involved in politics would make it a secular body no better than the regimes spoken of 
in the article. . 

Ms. MadhavaRau and Mr. McKay are unjustified, I feel, to say that the Church ignores the 
^plight of its people. One need only look at the Pope's pronouncements on nuclear arms or his 
trip to Poland during which he pressed for the rights of union workers. 

The authors of the editorial are also wrong in stating that the Pope's views on sexual 
morality are personal opinions. The Catholic Church has held these teachings for centuries. 
Are the authors trying to say that by changing these views the problems would be solved? I 
don't believe they would. It is by taking a hardline approach that the Pope is trying to save 
his people from the liberal, immoral, and often atheistic practices of the last while. It is the 
pracitce of birth control and abortion that denies the sanctity of human life. Who is going to 
fight for the rights of the unborn? When we speak of social injustice, let us not forget the 
social injustice of abortion clinics.

Bouguereau Exhibition, 
Montreal Museum of Fine 
Art, until Sept. 23rd. 

In the elite big-money world of 
fine art, William Bouguereau is a 
controversial heavyweight. The 
Museum of fine Arts has pulled 
out all stops to organize and pro- 
mote their Bouguereau exhibi- 
tion. 

Every facet of the show is on an 
epic scale. From the pricey 
catalogue to the rather tongue-in- 
check floor to ceiling red curtains 
which decorate the hall, the 
humbled viewer quickly perceives 
his small place in relation to these 
grand works. Always playing the 
numbers game the museum is 
even offering . two roundtrip 
airline tickets to the 120,000th 
visitor. 

. Despite appearances, 
Bouguereau's work occupies a 
fluctuating position in the heirar- 
chy of art history. In fact, the 
reputation of popular: "official" 
art of jthè nineteenth century has 
stood/ fell, ,andl>een rehabilitated 
withSthat of Bouguereau and his 
colleague (jérome.'The first essay 
in the catalogue bears, witness to 
this controversy in its rather stri- 
dent, manifesto-like defense of 
pompier art. - 

Bouguereau worked during the 
last half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, a time which witnessed the 
gradual birth of the- avant garde. 
The Realists, such as Courbet 
and Daumicr, and the Impres- 
sionists, had little patience with 
the contrived official art and 
yearned for self-expression. On 
the other side of the fence were 
artists like Bouguereau who were 
also earnest and well-intentioned 
but a little naive. ■ 

Bouguereau's paintings reflect 
his puritanical up-bringing. In 
them we find a celebration of the 
civic virtues of pa'triotism, na- 
tional defense, marriage, and 
respect for elders. Combine that 
with a liberal dosage of naked 
nymphs, and one is left with a 
product that would sell to the 
rich, male clientele. 

Bouguereau . did what he 
well. 1 However, this does 
guarantee artistic success; 
work has many problems, 
deed, these problems are so ob- 
vious that discovering them in 
the midst of all this pomposity 
endears the work to the viewer. 
Bouguereau's work is sometimes 
so naive it could be that of a' 
child. 



did 
not 
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In Bouguereau's oeuvre the 
most- disconcerting property is 
that the form doesn't match the 
content. The most favoured style 
of his time was the extreme 
realism used to portray historical 
events. He took on that style but 
dealt with fictional characters; 
the result is silly, grandiose, and 
theatrical. He is the nineteenth 
century equivalent of such 
modern "task" artists as Christo, 
Chuck Close and Murray Favro 
but without their sense of 
humour. 

It is easy to see why Bouguereau 



Reformation to enable illiterate 
peasants to understand the Bible. 

Bouguereau used this pro- 
paganda language to serve his 
own commercial interests with 
great success. Unfortunately, it 
hasn't been so successful with 
critics, who find it contrived, and 
distasteful. In one place we see 
characters lifted from Caravag- 
gio, in another the heavenward 
gaze of a martyr from Rubens. 
Bouguereau's Birth of Venus is 
similar to Raphael's Galatea, 
and the list goes on. With 
Bouguereau the line between 'in- 




has been the target for so much 
harsh criticism, both in his day 
and our own. He saw himself to 
be carrying on the "Grand Tradi- 
tion", but he made the mistake of 
repeating the same tired old 
themes and visual motifs; his 
work is full of clichés. 

It does not take one well versed 
in art to identify the sources of 
many details in Bouguereau's 
paintings. The visual motif, 
gesture, character, expression, 
and composition are directly 
derived from the stock visual 
language derived in the Counter

there were just as many seemingly 
crazy shots in La Femme Publi- 
que but they were all connected 
to his story of a neophyte actress 
under the tutelage of a 
Mephistophilean director. 
Although there was much con- 
troversy over the film — some 
people thought it was the turkey 
of the festival and a cheap crowd- 
plcaser — very few people regret- 
ted going.

disconcertingly blurred (as are 
the lines between romanticism 
and' classicism, and Bible and 
myth). " 

Bouguereau's pompous in- 
nocence can be endearing at 
times; occasionally the work 
freezes the action of everyday life 
evoking a timeless and mystic 
ritual life that approaches that of 
a Vermeer. Bouguereau can even 
get the better of your good sense; 
•viewing a particularly mushy 
piece your emotions may be 
manipulated into a heartwarming 
glow. But it doesn't last long. 

In another time Bouguereau 
might have been hailed as a witty 
satirist, one who, in the same 
vein as the contemporary Rus- 
sian duo of Komar and Melamid, 
is fascinated and amused by the 
trappings of official art. In reality, 
however, Bouguereau purveyed 
the official line: i.e., the rather 
pitiful myth of the noble savage 
inhabiting a bacchal landscape. 
Like a distant relative, 
Bouguereau was intent on conti- 
nuing the family name, yet as 
much for his own commercial 
ends as for the sake of tradition.

Red and White Revival 



One of McGill's oldest tradi- 
tions is going to be re-introduced 
this year. 

The Red and White 
Review, which is being revived 
by a group of McGill students, 
was started in 1924 as a talent 
showcase for people from the 
university. It developed by the 
. mid-1930's into a comedy and 
variety show which was con- 
sidered a highlight of the Mon- 
treal theatrical year. 

The Red. and White's best 
known production was My Fur 
Lady in 1957. The production 
toured Canada, and with more 
than 200 performances holds the 
record as the longest-running 
touring show in Canadian 
history. 

The Red and White Review 
continued as a major yearly pro- 
duction until it lost support from 
the student body in the gradual 
move away from traditional in- 
stitutions that took place in the 
late '60's and early 70's. By the 
mid-70's the review was no 
longer in production. 

Under the auspices of the Pro- 
gram Board of the Students' 
Society, the review was revived in 
1980 in its original form as a 
talent show and it ran for three 
years. 

The present revival of The 
Red and ' White Review is 
largely the responsibility of Yona 
Shtern and Remy Kawkabani, 
the script writers, and Steve 
Wood, who wrote the music and 
lyrics. Shtern and Kawkabani 
were both involved in the 1982 
production of the Review; Shtern 
.as M.C. and Kawkabani as pro- 
ducer. In this year's show they 
have changed the format from a ; 
unified series of acts to a scripted 
comedy. Shtern is hoping to 
return the review to its former 
position as a showcase for McGill 
talent. 

The script and music, which 
were written after the last Red 
and White Review production.in 
1982, were endorsed by the 
Students' Society last spring. The 
Stud. Soc. also gave the Review 
standing as a university club. 

This fall's production, When 
I'm Elected, is the story of a 
McGill graduate who decides to 
run for parliament. Ais Snyder, a 
dancer from Montreal, is direc- 
ting and choreographing the 



show. Steve Wood and Remy 
Kawkabani are the producers. 
Auditions arc to be held on Sept. 
17th, 18th and 19th. They are 
looking for singers and actors to 
fill all roles. People who can im- 
itate prominent Canadian politi- 
cians, and those with dance ex- 
perience are especially 
needed.You can sign up for audi- 
tions at the Red and White office 
(429 Union) or by calling 
392-8983.

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Muchmusic

Yes, that's right. Canada now 
has its own twenty-four hour a 
day music video channel on pay 
TV. Muchmusic is intended to 
be Canada's answer to the im- 
mensely successful American 
MTV, which up until now has 
been available in Canada only to 
a selected audience of concert 
and club goers. 

With the enormous success of 
music videos, one would expect 
Muchmusic to be a welcome ad- 
dition to the slowly expanding 
pay television market. 
' WhileMuchmuslc docs indeed 
run 24 hours a day, appearances 
(or advertising) are deceiving. 
The schedule consists of six hours 
of videos which are repeated four 
times a day. Secondly, 
Muchmusic relies on heavy 
rotation, often repeating a video 
every three hours or so (i.e. eight 
times a day). 

This format is strange, when 
one considers that Muchmusic 



is using a radio station like style 
to present the videos, complete 
with two DJ's who are obviously 
still uncomfortable with the 
visual medium. Twenty-four hour 
radio stations have become com- 
monplace in Canada, and one 
would expect that to run videos 
continuously for 24 hours would 
not be terribly difficult, even with 
a talking head between songs. 

The patter between videos on 
the channel, on top of seven 
minutes of commercials per hour, 
like that of AM radio stations, is 
asinine and tedious. Videos de- 
mand a rapid fire presentation; 
the DJ's "let's stop and talk" 
slows things down considerably. 

Because of its heavy rotation 
system, not only is material 
repeated several times during a 
single day, but the same videos 
reappear day after day. As a 
result, with only six hours of base 
broadcasting time to work with, 
the channel's musical choice is

Montreal's most diehard cinema 
buffs talked about this being their 
last year at the festival. Of course, 
; the price certainly had something 



to do with it. At five dollars a 
shot ($3.75 with a booklet) some 
thought they would cool their 
heels and wait for the films to hit 
the repertory houses. 

You always play a blind game 
when you buy tickets at the 
festival; it is hard to separate the 
junk from the gems when all you 
have to go on is the hype- 
saturated articles in Cincmag (the 
daily paper of the festival) or the 
enigmatic and often misleading 
summaries in the catalogue. And 
many people complained that the 
number of mediocre films in this 
year's festival was abnormally 
high. 

The main cause of this was the 
size of the festival.

before. Wim Wenders, the film's 
director, is a West German, and 
he has an immigrant's view of 
America. Almost all the action 
takes place on the road, in all- 
night diner's, truck stops or car- 
rental agencies. 

Ingmar Bergman's After the 
Rehearsal is much calmer and 
more static than Paris Texas. It 
was made as a T.V. movie and is 
only seventy minutes long, but in 
complexity and thematic unity 
should be considered as one of 
Bergman's best. All the action 
takes place in an empty rehearsal 
hall where an aging director 
(Erland Josephson), and a young 
actress he is coaching (Lena 
Olin), talk about an affair they 
may or may not have. The film is 
.full of Bergman's thoughts about 
the theater and creativity, but it 
is never didactic. I left the theater 
deep in thought, and a bit puzzl- 
ed since it is hard to decide how 
much of the action was real and 
how much of it was only in the 
director's mind. 

For me, the top film in the 
festival was La Femme Publi- 
que which won the special jury 
prize. Not only was it immensely 
exciting visually, a grab-bag of 
startling images, it was also pro- 
vocative intellectually.

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Jesse Jackson speaks 

"We must measure human rights with one yardstick"

Quebecers got a taste of the 
American election campaign 
Sunday when Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, Democratic candidate, 
spoke in' Montréal at the Expo 
Theatre. 

"We must bury the hatchet in 
the ground, and not in each 
other,"said Jackson to a crowd 
of 1000. The event was spon- 
sored by the Black Community 
Communications Media, a non- 
profit organisation founded to 
give the Black community ac- 
cess to training and exposure in 
the media. 

Jackson, runner-up in the 
Democratic Presidential 
nomination campaign, and 



long-time, civil rights activist, 
began his speech to a standing 
ovation. Throughout he stress- 
ed the need for political and 
social co-operation between all 
disadvantaged groups. 

Rev. Jackson called for more 
participation from black people 
as editors, and columnists. He 
considers the power of moral 
judgements to be in the hands 
of an unelected elite'. 

'.'What the mass media calls 
chaos, we call creative; what 
they call the basement, we call 
the foundations. Let us not 
underestimate appraisal 
power," he said. 

He placed the work he was 
doing in the United States 



within the context of the Cana- 
dian mosaic. "What you call 
multiculturalism, we call the 
Rainbow Coalition." 

"We are interdépendant — 
we live in a one world communi- 
ty," said Jackson. 

Jackson was concerned with 
hypocrisy in U.S. foreign 
policy. The U.S. is a primary 
trading partner of a country 
where constitutionally 75 per 
cent of the population is denied 
the right to vote — South Africa 
— but Reagan refuses to co- 
operate with Niacaragua until 
national elections are held. 

"We must play the game with 
one set of rules, we must 
measure human rights with one

behind bars. Beginning with 
3-letters written on his cell floor 
to agitate the guards, he was en- 
couraged by one occurrence at 
the maximum security institu- 
tion near" Kingston. 

."This army of 250 pound 
guards with blackjacks, tear 
gas, masks and shields stormed 
my cell, 'We got 'em/, they 
said. And as they walked out of 
my cell with a tiny bag of jelly- 
beans, I thought I'm on to 
something." 



Born of a French-Canadian 
family of fifteen, this Ottawa 
resident shows the same zeal for 
speaking as he possessed for 
robbing banks and for escaping. 
He claims to be addicted to 
fear, and in consequence sky 
dives, cycles, works out and 
plans to get his pilots license. 

A teetotaling nonsmoker 
now, he says about drugs in 
prison: 

"The best way to get them 
was to say you don't want 
them." 

He claims inmates are more 



in' touch with current affairs 
than people on the outside. 

"Politically, they^are well- 
informed, they read an average 
of five newspapers a day and 
. follow Time and Macleans." 
Despite this, Canadian 
prisoners are denied the right to 
" vote. 

Caron spoke Monday night 
before a crowd of 300 at the 
Noel Fieldhouse Auditorium.
